To nis EXCELLENCY, N. G. ORDWAY, 
Governor of Dakota Territory : 


SIR :—The Trustees of the Dakota Hospital for the Insane here- 
with submit to you, as required by law, the second biennial report. 


The condition of our insane and the means to properly care for 
them have greatly improved during the two years just closing. 
But this improvement could not have heen secured if the sug- 
gestions made in our first report to you had not been so promptly 
accepted «nd the material aid “asked from the Legislature so 
readily granted. 


The difficulties that arose to hinder the erection of the new 
hospital building could never have been foreseen, nor will they 
probably ever occur again. You are too familiar with the terrible 
disaster caused by the ice-gorge in the Missouri river and the con- 
sequent flood,to need any repetition of the story here. Enough 
to say that in consequence of ita large part of the time set by 
the Legislature for the erection of the building had passed away 
before the work could even begin. 
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Yet the inevitable delay has worked no harm to the insane, and 
no detriment to the Territory; the building was carried far 
enough along to receive the patients when they were dislodged by 
the fire which on the second day of April, 1882, burned the tem- 
porary building which had been their shelter up to that time. 
The results-of that fire are partly recounted in the report of the 
Superintendent of the Hospital. It is not out-of place here to 
make honorable mention of the conduct of all the employes at 
the time of the fire. But for their good sense and courage the 
loss of life would have been much greater.than it was. Officers 
and employes should also be commended for their kindness and . 
patience in caring for the inmates in the few weeks immediately 
sueceeding the fire, when though all conveniences were lacking, 
and everything was in confusion, the work so judiciously 
and cheerfully done that none of the ا‎ d their cus- 
tomary comforts. It is to be feared however, that owing to ex- 
posure at the fire and after it, the life of Mrs. Mary 
materially shortened. She had been in charge of the female 
ward froın the very day the Hospital was opened until her death 
in June last. It is needless to say that she has done her work in 
a faithful and loving manner and that in her death the Hospital 
loses a valuable assistant, 


We will not attempt even a brief description of the work done 
in erecting a new building, since the work can be tully inspected 
by yourself and the Legislature. We hope this inspection will be 
made as thorough as possible and that it will be done early in 
the session. We feel confident that when careful examination is 


„made the unanimous judgment will be that the buildings erected 


and the facilities provided are considerably larger than could 
have been expected from the sum appropriated, and that we can 


by no means duplicate the present buildings at the same cost. 


Accompanying this report is a detailed account of receipts from 
the sale of the bonds voted by the Legislature and the manner of 
expending the same, The vouchers and sub-vouchers for the 
same are deposited for safe keeping in the fire proof vault at the 
Hospital. 

For detailed information as to the number of patients, their 
condition, the work done for them and the work needing to be. 
done, also the condition and needs of the Hospital farm, we refer- 
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you to the reports of the Medical Superintendent, the Steward 
and the Matron, which are appended and make a part of this 
report. 


Our report of the condition and needs of the Hospital would 
not be complete if we did not look to the demands of the future, 
as well as rehearse the work of the past. The Medical Superin- 
tendent has in his report asked for appropriations ‘under the usual 
heads. The Trustees in full board have carefully examined all these 
items and feel assured that they cannot be diminished without 
great detriment to the work of properly caring for our insane. 
The same ¡acts which bring us to this conclusion also compel us 
to ask that the Legislature provide the means to finish the build- 
ing already nearly done, to erect another wing on the west which 
should be the counterpart of the one now in use, to provide 
means of heating that shall be cheaper and safer than the present 
plan of heating by stoves, to provide for the proper ventilation 
and lighting of the building, to build a barn and to EE a 
proper water supply. 


But. few words are necessary to show the necessity for these - 
larger facilities. One fact alone is enough, viz: the female ward 
has now, December 6th, room: for but one more patient. Another 
fact-—for it is a fact—must also not be overlooked. It is our duty 
to see, not how little can be done for the insane so as to escape the 
charge of inhumanity, but how much can we do wisely for their 
complete cure and restoration to the privileges of a sound mind. * 


The more, minute reasons for the expenditure asked can better 
be given before a committee of the Legislature than in this re- 
port, and will be readily furnished when asked for. The Trustees 
are also fully prepared to state the amount that in their judgment 
is necessary for each of the above named improvements. 

As to the means of raising this amount of money, that is prop- 
erly left to yourself and the Legislature. Probably the method 
heretofore followed, to make appropriations for current expenses 
from the general treasury and to raise the funds for permanent 
improvements by the sale of bonds, will be "the wisest way at the 
present time.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT.

To THE BOARD or TRUSTEES, op THE DAKOTA HOSPITAL FOR THE 
INSANE: 


I have the honor to present to you the Second Biennial Report 
of the Hospital under your charge, for the two years commencing 
December 1st, 1880, and ending November 30th, 1882. 

During the biennial period nothing has transpired to mar the 
successful operations of the Hospital, except the destruction by fire 
on the 2d day of April, 1882, of the temporary wooden hospital 
buildings which we had occupied for three years. Aside from the 
destruction of the buildings and almost all their contents, it be- 
` comes my painful duty to report the death of five male patients as 
a consequence of the fire. All the patients, except one, were taken 
out of the building unharmed. This one being caught in the 
flames died soon after he was taken out, by inhaling the hot air. - 
Another secreted himself in a privy, his life being destroyed by 
its burning; and three rushed back into the corridor of the male 
ward after the fire was well ünder way, and could not be re-rescued 
as the entire building was completely destroyed in about -thirty 
minutes after it was discovered to be on fire.

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The following summary of the seventy-four cases admitted dur- 
ing the two years, shows that they have been received from twenty- 
six counties of the Territory. Thirty-eight were suffering from 
first attack of the disease; sevehteen from the second; three from 
the third, and one from the fourth; the number of attacks being 


unknown in fifteen. Twenty-six were insane over one year before _ 


admission, and three of the five in which the duration was not 
given should be placed with the above, making a total of twenty- 
nine, or over one third of the whole number admitted whose dis- 
ease had become chronic before they had received ary regular 
treatment. Eight were over fifty years of age; twenty-one had 
histories, showing hereditary taints; ten homicidal impulse; eight- 
een suicidal impulse; three had paralysis; five had epilepsy; 
one had ascites; one phthisis, and one was a congenital imbecile. 


Of the thirteen who died from natural causes, two died of par- 
esis; two of epilepsy; two of old age; one of paralysis; three of 
softening of the brain ; one of paralysis of the heart; one of diph- 
theria, and one of pulmonary consumption. Seven of these were 
admitted during the two years, and were cases of incurable organic 
disease. Indeed, all of those who died, except one, were considered 
incurable when admitted, but after examining the circumstances 
of each case, it was deemed humane to give them the benefits of 
the hospital. 


Of the twenty-three discharged recovered, sixteen have been ad- 
mitted since my last report, their treatment averaging five and 
three-fourth months, and the seven admitted prior to December 
1st, 1880, were under treatment in this and the Minnesota Hospital 
for the Insane, on an average of twenty-three months. The per- 


centage of recoveries reckoned on the number admitted is a fraction 


over thirty-one per cent, and on the whole number treated nearly 
twenty-one per cent. The percentage of recoveries would doubt- 
less have heen increased, if we had a sufficient number of wards to 
properly classify the patients. If these accommodations for their 
treatment were provided, and each case admitted into the hospital 
as soon as his insanity becomes manifested, many who are annu- 
ally added to the list of incurable insane could be returned to 
their homes and friends, “clothed and in their right minds.”

than any other plan we have adopted. 
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LABOR AND AMUSEMENTS. 


During the year 1881, the daily average of patients working, 
walking and riding and attending Sabbath exercises and evening 
entertainments, is as follows: "Working in and out of wards, in- 
cluding farm, garden, grounds, kitchen, laundry, sewiug room, 
center building, etc., 184; walking and riding, 10; attending Sab- 
bath exercises and evening entertainments, 3; and for the year 
1882, daily average working,27; walking and riding, 11; attend- 
ing entertainments, 37-40ths. 

The number of evenings spent in amusing and entertaining the 
the patients is necessarily small, for there is no room of sufficient 
size in which they could be given; and these small averages for 
the two years are standing appeals from the patients, to the gene- 
rosity of the Legislature, to provide the means for building a hall 
where the monotony of ward life can be interspersed with varied 
exercises, which are not only pleasing to the patients, but valuable 
as a means of treatment. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


I will only enumerate the improvements made since the 2d day 
of April, 1882. For those prior to this date, were in and about the 
temporary hospital buildings. In the basement of the wing there 
were six rooms on the north side, fitted up for kitchen, pantries, 
china closet and store rooms; on the south side one for vegetable 
room, three for pastry and flour rooms, and three for the safe keep- 
ing of oils, paints, etc.; fifty feet of the west end of basement 
corridor was partitioned off for a temparary dining room for 
employes, and two reoms in basement of center building for a 
laundy, all of which were plastered, calcimined and laid with 
cement floors, together with the necessary tables, sinks, china and 
pantry closets, shelving, moulding ‘boards, flour boxes, etc. A ° 
room twenty feet square in the basement of the cross wing on the 
extreme east, was converted into a cistern, having a capacity of 
five hundred and fifty barrels, and receives through galvanized 
iron pipe the water from six conductors. A wooden tank was 
built and lined with heavy tined copper, in the attict of same 
wing, with a capacity of one hundred and sixty barrels, and re- 
ceives water from the large well, in which a force pump was 
placed and worked by a fourteen foot windmill. This tank sup- 
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plies water to the bath-rooms, lavatories, water closets, urinals and 
sinks in the pantries attached to each dining room in the wards, 
and to the hot-water tank attached to the kitchen range. A com- 
plete system of iron pipes has been put in which supplies each 
ward and the kitchen with hot and cold water. The main pipes 
have eut-off valves and air-cocks near their entrance into the 
tank, so that they can be emptied when there is danger of the 
water freezing in them. A new one hundred and forty-four 
gallon galvanized iron tank was attached to the kitchen range, 
which furnishes the wards and a portion of the center building, 
with hot water. A composition washtub, with the washboard and 
soap-tray moulded in each, was put in the bath-rooms of the 
wards and used for rinsing soiled clothing and bedding. ‘lhe 
lavatories on each ward were furnished with three porcelain lined 
iron bowls and slabs, supported upon iron brackets, and the water 
closets, with porcelain hoppers, complete in themselves, having no 
wood work around them to absorb the moisture, thereby adding 
very much to their cleanliness. They are also constructed to use 
in connection with McFarland’s automatic flusher, by which the 
hoppers can be cleansed as frequently as desired. Porcelain urinals 
were placed in the male wards, connected with the same make of 
flusher. These flushers have been in use for several months and 
give entire satisfaction. One of Mott's cast-iron bath tubs was put 
in each of the three ward bath-rooms, and one copper tub in the 
center building. The wards were furnished with forty-four double 
and sixteen single iron bedsteads; thirty-six of the double beds 
have woven wire mattresses; the remaining twenty-four were 
manufactured by Martin & Anderson of Yankton, and furnished 
with lattice-work mattresses of 4 by 3 inch band iron, with 24 by 
6-inch mesh ; and two chamber suits and six bedsteads and wash- 
stands, were purchased for the officers and employes, together with 
the necessary mattresses and bedclothes for the wards and center 
building. Each ward dining room was furnished with two dining 
tables and the necessary chairs, stone chinaware, knives, forks, 
spoons, etc., and neat oilcloth shades were hung to the windows. 
The halls were furnished with the best Sheboygan rustic settees 
and ash tables. Over one hundred and thirty feet of four-inch 
cast iron soil pipe were put in the wards and center building, which 
receives the waste direct from the hoppers through four-inch traps ; 
and three hundred feet of two-inch cast-iron soil pipe were laid

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and eonveys the waste from the urinals, lavatories, washtubs, bath- 
tubs, sinks and laundry, through traps into the main soil pipes. 
Gas pipes were put into the wards and center building, to which 
can be attached the necessary apparatus and fixtures for lighting 
the hospital with gas at a small expense. Thirteen hundred feet 
of six-inch sewer pipe were laid, each joint being closed with Port- 
land cement. The first one thousand feet has one foot fall to the 
hundied feet, and the remaining three hundred feet two and one- 
half feet to the hundred, and empties into a large cess pool, exca- 
vated in a deep ravine, which form a good natural outlet for the 
sewage. The sewer ditch is three feet in width, with an average 
depth of seven feet. A rectangular portion of ground containing 
one hundred and forty acres, surrounding ' the Hospital, has been 
surveyed aud platted and partially laid out into walks and drives, 
along which a number of. trees have been planted. When these 
grounds are completed the patients will have.ample room for 
driving and walking within the enclosure. For a description of 
the farm improvements, I refer you to the Steward's report. 


IMPROVEMENTS REQUIRED. 


In my report at the close of the first biennial period of this Hos- 
pital, I urged at some length the necessity of commencing at once 
the erection of permanent hospital buildings, and as a result of 
your labors in’ attaining this very desirable object, the citizens of 
this commonwealth have the satisfaction of knowing that out of the 
appropriation of forty thousand dollars, made by their representa- 
tives in the Legislature of 1880, you have erected and nearly 
completed a beautiful and substantial brick structure upon the 
most modern and approved plan for the care, custody, and treat- 
ment of our unfortunate insane. But notwithstanding you have 
furnished the Territory with a hospital building comprised of a 
center building 53 by 72 feet, four stories above the basement, and 
a wing 36 by 126 feet, three stories above the basement, which 
will comfortably accommodate ninety patients, I have to call your 
attention to the necessity of asking the incoming Legislature for 
appropriations sufficient to make the following additions and im- 
provements, which appear to be urgently required: 

First—To add a wing to the west of the center building, dupli- 
eating the one already built on the east. If an appropriation 
sufficient to erect, heat and furnish this addition is not made dur- 
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ing the session of the next Legislature, it will be nearly four years 
before anı further accommodations for the treatment of patients 
could be completed and ecoupied. And if we base the admissions 
and discharges of patients for the next two years upon the same 
ratio as the last three years and seven and two-third months, 
the necessity for aduitional room for pationts will be apparent. 


For there were admitted from the counties from April 11th, 1879, - 


to November 30th, 1880, 31 patients; and from December 1st, 
1880, to November 80th, 1852, 74 patients, So at the same ratio 
of inerease there will be admitted from December Ist, 1882, to 
November 30th, 1884, 185 patients, making the total admissions 
290; and atthe same ratio the number discharged during the 
above periods would be 159, leaving 131 patients, when only 90 
ean be accommodated in the Hospital, or nearly one third of the 
insane of the Territory will have to be cared for by friends or 
kept in jails before another Legislature meets. And additional 
room for temale pationts is now required, as all of thera have to 
occupy ene ward and with the admission of one more from Walsh 
county, whose application is now on file in this office, it will be 
impossible to admit any more in the fature—no matter how urgent 
or worthy the cases may be—only as a vacaney oceurs on this 
ward by the discharge of one of its inmates. 

Second—Completing and furnishing the center building; placing 
in the Hospital steam-heating apparatus; furnishing the necessary 


tmachinery and fixtures for lighting the Hospital with gas; build- . 


ing a kitehen and laundry with a hall in the second: story, which 
could be used for a chapel and for amusements and entertain- 
ments; boiler house; a brick bara; an artesian well; and at least 
one thousand dollars for improving the hospital grounds, 
Knowing that‘you fully understand the necessity’ of these im- 
provements, I will only add that it is impossible to heat the Hos- 
pital by any other means than by steam, to insure an equal 
temperature whieh is so important for the health and comfort of 
the patients, and would remove the dangers from tire that we have 
to contend with by heating the entiro building by stoves; and to 
light the Hospital with gas would only incur the nominal expen- 
diture of purchasing a gas machine. and gas-burners, as all the 
pipes are laid through the entire building, and the expense of 
lighting by gas would not be greater than by coal oil lamps, and, 
even if it were, the danger to life and property by using the latter, 
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is sufficient cause to dispense with its use at the earliest possible 
time. The necessity for building a kitchen and laundry, having 
all the requirements to facilitate the labor in these important 
departments, becomes more evident as the number of our house- 
hold inereases, and the additional expense of making a hall in the 
seeond story of these buildings would be light, for it would be sup- 
ported upon the same foundation and covered by the same root, 
And in support of its usefulness in the treatment of the patients, 
the following from my last report, will show: “The great value 
of amusements and entertainments, as curative means, is no longer ` 
a question; and for the want of a proper sized room, the patients 
have been almost entirely deprived of these important aids to treat- 
ment, and the further withholding from the patients of a suitable 
hall where these varied diversions can be applied, virtually cuts 
off the advantages derived from moral agencies in thgir treat- 
ment.” It is certainly in the interest of economy to build a sub- 
stantial and commodious barn in which the stock can be properly 
protected from both heat and cold, and room for storing the farm 
machinery and grain and hay produced upon the farm, To fur 
nish the hospital with «n abundant supply of water is of the first 
importance, for not only the health of the patients but their lives 
depend upon its cleansing properties, and as an artegian well isthe 
only available means to procure an adequate supply, it is hoped 
that this improvement will not be withheld; for judging by the 
depth of artesian wells in the neighborhood, a flow of water can 
be reached at five hundred feet. The many requirements for im- 
proving the grounds are so clear, and the comforts and advantages 
to the patients to be derived from them are só plain, that the ask- 
ing appears to be sufficient to obtaiu the required means to com- 
plete the work already begun. i

FARM AND GARDEN. 


I respectfully refer you to tho Steward’s Report, which gives a 
detailed account of grain produced on tho farm, and vegetables 
grown in the garden. The variety and gross amounts of each, 
show that the yield for the two years has been quite large for the 
number of acres cultivated, and already proves that the Hospital 
¿Farm as a source of revenue, is an important factor in the main- 
tenance of the institution.

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FINANCES. 


The same report also gives a clear and concise statement of all 
moneys received and disbursed in the two years. 

There were expended during the years 1880-81, for maintenance 
and clothing of patients and bedding for the Hospit«l and board 
of employes and officers, $5,773.82; making the weekly per capita 
cost for maintenance of patients, board of employes and officers, 
etc., $1,731. The amount expended for tlie same purposes during 
. the years 1881-82, was $8,416.78, giving a weekly per capita cost of 
$2.01. The increase in the per capita of 271 cents per week during - 
the last year, was caused by having to purchase clothing for the 
patients, bedding, groceries, and provisions, to replace those de- 
stroyed during the burning of the Hospital in last April. 


I would invite your attention to ihe Matron's Report, which 
makes a very complete showing of the work done in the sewing 
room and culinary department during the biennial period. 


APPROPRIATIONS REQUIRED. 


In submitting the following estimates of appropriations for de- 
fraying the current expenses of the Hospital for the two years, 
commencing December 1st, 1882, and ending November 30th, 
1884, I have based them mainly on the same ratio of increase in 
the number of patients to he admitted, as compared with the in. 
crease of the last two years over those of 1879-80. For main- 
lenance of patients and their necessary clothing and tor board of 
employes and officers residing in the Hospital, twenty-four thou- 
sand four hundred and fifty dollars. For the necessáry wages of 
employes, twelve thousand three hundred dollars. For the neces- 
sary fuel and lights, four thousand dollars: For necessary inci- 
dental expenses, one thousand five hundred dollars. For the 
necessary drug, medicines, medical books, miscellaneous peri- 
odicals and amusements for patients, two thousand five hundred 
dollars. For the necessary repairs and improvements of Hospital, 
two thousand five hundred dollars. For the necessary improve- 
ments of the Hospital Farm, three thousand dollars. For improv- 
ing Hospital grounds, one thousand dollars. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS

John S. Pierson, Esq., of New York City, wil please accept our 
thanks for the substantial donation of seventy-five volumes of mis- 
cellaneous books, and a number of pictures and magic lantern 
slides. But it pains us to note they were all consumed with the 
Hospital, yet they contributed largely to the entertainment of our 
patients during the few months they had access to them. 


It affords me pleasure to acknowledge the efficiency of the 
Steward and Matron in performing the varied duties of their 
offices, and whatever success the institution has attained, their 
labors have formed an important factor 

And the employes, most of whom have been in the service of 
the Hospital for nearly two years, and some much longer, have, 
by performing their respective duties faithfully, and laboring to- 
gether pleasantly, aided in promoting the objects for which the 
Hospital was established. 

To you, gentlemen of the Board of Trustees, I desire not only to + 
express my gratitude, but also that of the Steward and Matron, 
for your wise counsels and timely support, which have been so 
willingly bestowed to aid us in the performance of our official 
duties. 

Relying upon the guidance of a kind Providence in the future 
as in the past, we hope to be better prepared to administer to the 
wants of those intrusted to our care.

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There have been raised upon the Hospital Farm during the 
above period, fifty-one hogs, one colt and one calf. d 

The improvenients of the Hospital Farm during the same 
period have been an addition to the barn of 85x16 feet; a hog-pen 
8x30 feet; a coal shed 18x22 feet; an ice house 18x22 feet; two 
wells have been sunk, one 88 feet, with 9-inch bore with tubing— 
one seven feet bore, 32 feet deep; a windmill has been erected 
with 14-foot wheel; 25 acres of prairie have been broken, and 160 
acres fenced with cedar posts and three wires, and forty acres have 
been fenced with cedar posts, three boards and two wires; a root 
house 18x32 feet has been built. 


There have during the same period, been purchased for the Hos- 
pital Farm, four horses, nine cows, one hog, one two-horse culti-
